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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments with respect to Kalkunte failing to 
teach or suggest an ingress/egress port that operates as a single GE port in a first mode of operation are not persuasive. Figure 20 shows 
that in the first mode (trunk mode) the ingress/egress port (SOC) has a single GE port outside of the trunk group, a 1 .4 Gbps trunk group 
and a number of FE ports. Therefore, Kalkunte only has a single GE port because the trunked GE port is used to carry traffic at 1 .4 Gbps. 
It is not clear how the proposed modification would cause the transmission flow to become unbalanced because figure 20 illustrates the 
balanced arrangement. 

However, the arguments would be persuasive if the claims required the ports to be physical ports. According to the specification, the ports 
are used to transmit and receive packets (see page 3 lines 15-25). Kalkunte's invention uses physical and logical ports to carry information 
For example, the logical trunk port is used to carry information at 1.4 Gbps. As is well-known in the art, the term "port" can refer to either a 
physical point of connection or a logical point of connection (see Newton's Telecom Dictionary, 20 th Edition). 
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
